Regarding claim 1 , applicant contends that the reference does not teach storing reading variables in a fixed variable memory where the 
arrangement of the regions of memory are the same regardless of the type of disc accessed. However, this feature is hot claimed clearly. 

The reference teaches the fixed arrangement of the variable memory in figure 11. Claims 2-4, 7-9, 12-15, and 17-18 are dependent on a 
rejected base claim. 

Regarding claim 5, applicant contends that the variable memory does not store information about the disc type and class. However, 
paragraph 0132-0133 describe that this Information is detected and then compared with information in memory. Thus, this information 
must be stored in a type of memory to make this possible. Claim 10 is dependent on a rejected base claim and is rejected for the same 
reasons. 

Regarding claim 6, applicant contends that the reference does not teach common variables not being overwritten when a new optical disc 
is accessed. However, paragraph 0066 describes how the data is compared with that of a newly inserted disc, meaning that the 
information is not overwritten as soon as a new disc is inserted. Claim 1 1 is also rejected for the same reasons. 

Regarding claim 16, applicant contends that the reading variables and writing variables are separately stored in the variable memory. 
However, this is not claimed. The claim recites limitations directed to storing the reading variables at a particular address of the variable 
memory, which is done by the reference. 
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
